have had the same under consideration. The Act does not 
change the open season for doves or wild pigeons. $ shortens 
the open season for the native wild duck,,one and one-half 
months, and of quail and pheasants half a month. For all mi- 
gratory game birds such as plover, snipe, etc., the open sea- 
son is shortened half a month, as these birds do not breed 
here, The Committee have also thought it wise to protect the 
Hawaiian wild goose, and recommend that it be placed as to 


open season, the same as the native wild duck, as the breeding 
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geason, from information received, is the same. The Act also 
makes the open season for all game birds with the exception 
of the dove and wild pigeon, commence on the same day, the 
Fifteenth of September in each.year. The Committee also rec- 
ommend that in Seetion 2, all that part thereof after the 
words "Hard Labor" be stricken out. The effect of this amend- 
ment will be that any one breaking the law and not paying the 
fine imposed will have to work his fine out at the rate per 
day established by law. ith the amendment last mentioned and 
the insertion of the "Hawaiian Wild Goose" as hereinbefore 
suggested we recommend that the bill pass.

Your committee on Finance to which was referred Bills No. 
6 and 8, laid before the House by the Minister of Finance, beg 
to report as follows:- 
SUPPORT OF MILITARY- The $15,000.00 needed for this pur- 


Pose is made up of $12,000.00 to meet current expenses for 
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the next eleven months, and $3,000.00 for the equipment of 
two new companies. The cause of the call for this extra ex- 
pense was the necessary unlookedfor outlay at the time of the 
uprising, by the inerease in the numbers of the malitia, which 
numbers it has been thought best to continue on account of 
the constant rumors. We therefore reeommend that this appro- 
priation pass the Senate. 
PAY OF POLICE, OAHU- In regard to the item of $40,000.00 
for the pay of Police of Oahu, we find the facts to be as 
follows: - The Appropriation in 1894 was $100,000.00. Of 
this amount $75,241.65 had been expended for the fourteen 
months ending May 81, 1895, a monthly average of $5,374.40; 
and leaving a balance of $24,758.35 for the remaining ten 
months of the period. At the monthly rate above mentioned 
$53,744.00 would be required for the remaining ten months of 
the period, and there was a balance of $24,758.35, only 
$28,958.65 additional would be required if the monthly rate 
remained the same. But the Attorney General informs us that 
since the Revolution of January, the.rate has been much high- 
er, and has since January last, averaged $6,453.67 per month. 
If the expenses continue at this rate for the remaining ten 
months, $64,586.85 will be required. The balance remaining is 
$24,758.85 and therefore the additional amount asked for is 


$40,000.00 making a total of $64,758.35. In regard to the 
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necessity for the increased expenditure, we are informed by 
the Attorney General that it is due largely to the ana or 
maintaining the Mounted Patrol,- the monthly rate allowed for’ 
the regular police force of Oahu is $4,166,.66,--the Mounted 
Patrol césts about $2,000.00 per month, besides which, there 
are a few paid Special Police Officers, As the Mounted Pa- 
trol appears to be an efficient force, it seems desirable that 
it should be maintained. 

We are also informed,that while the additional $40,000.00 ask- 
ed for appears large, it is in fact only about $15,000.00 more 
than was formerly required in times of peace, In 1889 and 
1890, the amount expended for Police of Oahu was $125,600.55;- 
In 1891 and 1892, it was $119,017.28, while in 1894 only 
$100,000.00 was appropriated. 

The condition of affairs immediately prior to, and since the 
revolution of January last, has necessitated a greater expend- 
iture and upon examination of the facts, we recommend the ap- 
propriation asked for. 

PAY OF JAILORS, GUARDS & LUNAS--and--SUPPORT & MAINTENANCE OF 
PRIS ONERS-~ As to the two items of $10,000.00 for pay of 
Jailors, Guards and Lunas of Prisoners, and $14,000.00 for 
support and maintenance of Prisoners, we are informed by the 
Attorney General that these amounts are required by reason of 


the greatly increased number of prisoners. Besides the large 
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numbers sentenced for taking part in the late revolution, 
there has been an inerease in the munber sentenced throughout 
the Islands for other offences. The balances of the appropri- 


ations on May 31, 1895 were

support and maintenance of prisoners 30,997.19 
Total 847,692.99 


The Attorney General informs us that the average monthly ex- 
penditure under these two appropriations for the five months 
ending May 81, 1895, has been $7,009.68. At this rate, the 
amount required for the remaining ten months would be 
$70,096.80. The actual balance was $47,692.99 leaving a de- 
ficit of $22,403.31. We therefore recommend that the amount 
asked for be appropriated, 

INCIDENTALS, CIVIL & CRIMINAL EXPENSES- As to the item of 
$6,000.00 for Inecidentals, Civil and Criminal Expenses, asked 
for, we find that $25,000.00 was appropriated, and during the 
fourteen months ending May 31, 1895, $17,567.79 had been ex- 
pended leaving a balance of $7,432.21 for the remaining ten 
months, If the same average amount is required for the re- 
maining ten months, an additional appropriation of between 
$5,000.00 and $6,000.00 will be required. We are informed 
that the Ineidental and eriminal expenses have increased since 


the beginning of the period, and that it is not likely that 
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they will be less during the remaining months. 
Under the conditions which have existed the Committee can un- 
derstand that such expenses would increase, We recommend that 
$6,000.00 be appropriated. 
STATIONERY, BOOKS & INCIDENTALS ror OFFICE & SCHOOLS- This 
appropriation called for by the Bureau of Public Instruction 
is for the purpose of reimbursing the Incidental Fund. By 
some oversight, no appropriation was made for the purpose of 
school books, and so these have been paid for out of the Inci- 
dental fund, which was not expected to bear this expense. 
Under a wise provision, the receipts from the sale of books 
have been turned into the Treasury as Government realizations. 
The Incidental Fund therefore needs reimbursing to the amount 
of $5,000.00, and we recommend that the appropriation be made. 
FIRE DEPARTMENT, PAY ROLLS. = The services of the list of 
Volunteer Fire Companies, having been disrensed with, by the 
Government during the last few months, there is need of an 
appropriation fo keep up the efficieney of the department. 
The sum of $4,000.00 is asked for, and we recommend that the 
appropriation be made. 
LANDINGS AND BUOYS, HONOLULU- We are informed by the Minister 
of the Interior, that unless there be an appropriation for 
Landings and Buoys, work will have to stop until the next 


biennial period. Believing that this is one of the important 
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measures in the line of Public Improvements, we recommend that 
the appropriation of $5,000.00 be made. 

PUNA ROADS AND BRIDGES- There is on file in the Interior 
Office, a ratiti from residents of Hawaii, asking for the 
completion of the Volcano road and improvements in the roads 
and bridges. For this purpose, $5,000.00 is necessary, and as 
the road tax for the last two years in the otio has been 
put $1,100.00, with which comparatively little PEETA N 
can be made, we recommend that the appropriation pass the 
Senate. 

KAU AND HANA ROADS AND BRIDGES- There have been cent very 
severe rains in the Kau and Hana Districts, causing heavy 
washouts and much damage to roads. The repairs and improve- 
ments have exhausted the funds in hand and we recommend that 
the amounts called for in the Bill be appropriated. 

WATER WORKS, HONOLULU- The sum of $5,000.00 will be neces~ 
sary for running expenses of the Pumping Plant as sooi as the 
Government makes: actual use of the Pumps. We recommend the 
appropriation of the above amount. 

WATER WORKS , KOLOA- The old pipes of the Koloa Water Works 
having given out, they will need replacing. We recommend 
that the appropriation of $2,000.00 asked for, be made.

ALLOWANCE TO KAIULANI- At the time of abolition of the monar- 
eny, Kaiulani was next in the line of succession to the throne 
Under the Constitution then existing she had a legal right to 
succession. This right was extinguished by revolution. The 
question now presented is, shall Kaiulani be allowed an amount 
in compensation for rights which were taken from her. Provis- 
ion was made for her in the treaty of annexation which was ne- 
gotiated by the Commissioners of this Government with the 
United States of America.

From information gathered by your Comnittee it appears 
that there are now residing in the Republic about 1800 Chinese 
who came here under what is generally termed the "Merchant's 
clause of the Chinese Restriction Act” which allows a six 
month's residence under a bond of $500.00 to Jn and leave 
the Republie at the expiration of that time. The object of 
the Act referred to is to allow those Chinese to receive per- 
mits as Agricultural, Sugar Or Mill hands as provided by the 
Restriction Act and to cancel the ponds given. The Restrict- 
ion Act provided for no more than 5000 Chinese Emigrants, and 
these 1300 are to be counted as a portion of that number. It 
seems to your committee that there has been some carelessness 
in the issuance of these six month's residence permits from 
the fact of their being now so many Chinese who have landed 
under such permits and are now ready to become Agricultural, 


Mill, Rice or Sugar laborers or domestic servants.

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-text, "Public Lands" means all lands heretofore classed as 
Government Lands, all lands heretofore classed as Crown Lands, 
and all lands that may hereafter come into the control of the 
Government by purchase, exchange, escheat, or by the exercise 
of the right of eminent domain or otherwise, except as below 
setforth. 

"Commissioners means Commissioners of Public Lands, 

"sub-Agent" aoa the Sub-Agent of the Public Lands of 
the district where the land under consideration is situated. 

"District" means the Land District as constituted under 
this Act, where the land under consideration is situated. 

"Land~Patent* means a Government grant of Real Estate in 
fee simple. 

A "General Lease" means any Lease made by the Commission- 
ers except those made under the provisions of parts 6 and 7 
of this Act, and all out-standing leases of Government and 
Crown Lands. 

A "hand License" means a privilege granted by the govern- 
ment for the occupation of land for certain special purposes, 
such as the cutting and removal of timber, the removal of soil, 
sand, gravel or stone. 

"Homestead Lease" means a lease of land made under the 


Provisions of this Act for a term of nine hundred and ninety 
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nine years, which is inalienable and not subject to attachment. 

"Certificate of Occupation" means an instrument prelimi- 
nary to Homestead Lease giving the appligant possession of 
land. | 

"Cecupier" means a person entitled to the possession of 
lands under a Certificate of Occupation, 

"Right of Purchase Lease" means a lease with a Right of 
Purchase as provided by this Act. i 

"Cash Freeholds" means a right of possession to land un- 
der an agreement called a Freehold Agreement under the provis- 
ions of this Act. 

'Freenold" means a person holding land under a Freehold 
Agreement. 

"Permanent Improvements" means houses, fences, roads, 
reclamation of swamp land, the planting of trees, coffee and 
other perennial erops and the clearing of land from forest 
growth, brush or stone preliminary to the cultivation of tne 
same., Provided however, that this Aet shall not apply to tre 
following classes and deseription of land, the property of the 
Government, all of whieh, shall remain uhder the control and 
Management of the Minister of the Interior: 

Town lots, sites of Public buildings, land used for pub-

WHEREAS; The probable influx of population following ive 
expected annexation of the Republic of Hawaii to the United 
States of America would seem to render desirable the immediate 
establishment of the best possible means of regulating this 
evil as shown by the experience of other countries; now, 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED. ‘That a Commission be estab- 
lished to consist of seven members whose duty it shall be to 
thoroughly investigate the condition of the liquor traffic in 
this Republic; to ascertain the effect of the present bearing 
upon the traffic in this and other countries, and to obtain 
all possible information relating to the legal regulation of 
this traffic, presenting their report at the regular session 
of the Legislature in February 1896, together with an appen- 
dix containing a draft of such a law as would, in their opin- 
ion, remedy the existing evil as far as possible, and,

One of the principal reasons for wishing to call in the old 
issue and make a new one, is to enable the Treasury Department 
to open a complete and comprehensive record of all outstanding 


certificates, together with dates of issue, mumbers, denomina- 
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tions, cancellations ete. Such a record has never been had, 
nor can one be made up with the data at hand, so that no other 
method presents itself except by calling in the old issue and 
making a new one. A new issue would admit of a $5.00 Silver 
certificate, which is apparently needed, to judge froin the | 
expressions of opinion of numerous business men and others. 
Section 2.-- If a new issue is made, it wili be possible -A 
have gold as well as. silver certificates, and these will be 
a matter of great convenience to the general public. Your 
Committee is therefore in favor of the whole Act.

Your Committee to investigate the general depression in 
business regrets to rerort that they find it impossible to re- 
port fully to this Special Session of the Legislature, to per- 
form their duty thoroughly, as intended, they require more 
time. There are a large mmber of questions involved and they 
find most of the business men very eager to express their 
views, 

No business man is able to deny general depression, but 
the causes are manifold. Some branches for obvious reasons 
are not suffering as much as those dealers, who have to com- 
pete directly with goods imported from Asia and those Mechan- 
les who have to compete with laborers from the sane goni Tie š 
It secms to be the general opinion that it is unquestionably 


the duty of the Government to provide for a good population 
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on the islands, not transient but permanent. The new Land Act 
is certainly intended for this purpose and a step in the right 
direction, but this wiil not suffice. For the new Coffee Plan 
-tations a large number of laborers will be required, especial 
-ly during the picking season and married men with large fam- 
ilies will be very valuable at such times. 

Therefore it is generally recommended that the Government 
should to a limited Sri EE Portuguese and other Europe- 
an immigrants by paying part of the passage money for women 
and children to these islands. we recommend most urgently 
that the Executive bring in a bill at this session appropria- 
ting, say, $10,000.00 for this purpose. This money may not be 
required before the regular session of the Legislature but it 
will empower the executive to negotiate and act at once. Even 
six months is a long time when the country is waiting for acte 
ion of the Government. | 

All such appropriations for inmigrants and laborers will 
soon be repaid by the inerease of tax receipts from them and 
their savings. People are wanted here did will make these 
islands their home and not come here to drain this country by 
Sending all their earnings away. Those men who come here for 
good, to make an honest living for them and their families, 


Will form the most desirable population for the Islands. 
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Eventually through them there will be no more labor prob- 
lem here, than exists in other Sugar Countries like Louisiana 
and Cuba. ther Countries such as Brazil, ete. offer to im- 
migrants very inticing inducements, but we do not know of any 
country, which needs a population so badly and does so little 
to assist immigration as Hawaii. 

The above report is merely a partial one and does not 
cover a number of questions of detail which the Committee also 
should investigate, and if this. is the will of the Senate, 
this Committee will further report at the Regular Session of 
the Legislature,

Your Committee on Commerce, ete. beg to report on Act 
No. 12, to allow the wothdrawal of Kerosene oil, etc. as fol- 


lows: 
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We cannot conscientiously recommend this bill to pass 
for the following reasons: Eberybody is afraid of the dan- 
ger threatened by the introduction of sueh an explosive oil. 
If crude petroléum was meant, which is nothing but a fuel and 
cannot be used for illuminating purroses, there would be no 
objections. But we understand that this bill refers to a low 
grade kerosene oil, the color of which makes very little dif- 
ference and that this may be used for illuminating purposes 
and thereby endanger every building, or more, every city on 
these islands, 

Even if marked, "fuel oil" not to be used with a wick, 
it would not prevent many Japanese or Chinese from using this 
oll with a wick, It may be bottled and sold to innocent part- 
ies, who may become the sufferers thereby. The cheapest 
stuff always sells more readily amongst a certain class. 

It will be utterly impossible for the police to watch 
every hut, where such oil might be used, and even if they 
should eatch the culprit after the house is burned down, 
his punishment would not satisfy the sufferers by the fire. 
Such an excuse for this law that another dangerous fuel as 
Gasoline is allowed, cannot convince us to favor the introduc- 
tion of dangerous fuels. In regard to gasoline we can state 
that the board of Underwriters will increase the fire-insur- 


ance premium on all buildings wnere it is used. It may be 
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inferred from this that the fire insurance premium will also 
pe raised whenever low grade kerosene oils are allowed to be 
imported.

Your Committee on Commerce, ete. beg to report on Act 
No. 10, for the sale of Alcohol, as follows: 

This bill is more complicated than it apnears on the 
face of it and it is no wonder that every Legislature for sev- 
eral years had to grapple with it. 

There are several interests to be considered: 

First. The interest of the liquor dealers who pay a high 
license and therefore are entitled to some protection against 
any illegitimate business. 

Second. The Druggists and Doctors, who are anxious to furn- 
ish medicine as cheap as possible. 

Third, The community which wishes cheap medicine and at 
the same time pretection against illicit sales of intoxicati 
drugs, 


Fourth, The Government which wants revenues and simultaneous 
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-ly wishes to promote the welfare of all Hawaiian Citizens. 
With all these points in view your committee has come to the 
conclusion to recommend to fix the duty on alcohol, subject to 
all limitations and conditions of this Act, at $8.50 per gal- 
lon instead of $2.00 per gallon, Section 5. 

At this rate the druggists can make their own medicines 
at a reasonable cost although at present they import all med- 
icines mixed with alcohol at a duty of 10 % ad valorem only. 
this low duty on drugs and medicines is no revenue to the 
government, and 5 duty of $8.50 on a gallon of aleohol will 
be more remunerative. At present only about ten gailons of 
alcohol are imported annually and the duty at the rate of 
$7.50 a gallon.. $75.00 is a ‘ieee trifle. | 

We would also recommend to amend section 6 by inserting 
the words "to one party within one week" after the word "sale" 
line 3. As it reads now any one party can go every five or 
fifteen minutes to any or every drug store and purchase half- 
Pint of alcohol and even if his name should be registered, 
there is no law to prevent ‘on: Tron doing so and to punish 
him for it. | 

In Sostien 6, linr 5, we recommend to insert "one galion" 


instead of "five gallons" so as to restore the original bill 
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which was quite satisfactory to all parties concerned except 
one. é

shall be carried out. During the recent debates in Congress 
upon the subject, the estimate of cost used by the different 
members varied from $1,500,000.00 to $5,000,000.00. 

Exact knowledge is essential to action. Hawaii cannot, 
unaided, build and operate the cable, but it can, unaided, se- 
eure all necessary information as to exactly what is required 
and a close approximation to its costy formulate plans and 
methods of carrying out the project , and submit them to other 
governments for consideration of the subjeét; and contribute 
a sufficient amount of financial assistance to make such con- 
tribution a material feature of the enterprise. | 

Agitation of the subject and the securing of definite 
knowledge should be the watchword of Hawaii, and if it is done 
systematically and intelligently, your committee are of the 
opinion that they will lead to not distant success.

In Section 1, they recommend striking out after the words 
"Sanitary Purposes" the following words,—"Under Article 12 of 
the Constitution of the Republic of Hawaii" considering the 
words as unnecessary and mere surplusage. 

Section 2, they recommend to read as follows: 
Section 2, "after service of such petition as now required 
by law for hearings at Chambers, the Judge to whom the peti- 


tion is addressed shall proceed to take testimony in regard ta 
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the propriety and utitity of granting such Right of Way, and 
the amount of damages both direct and consequential which may 
pe suffered by the owner or owners of the proposed serviant 
lands. If such Judge shall find the acquisition of such 
Right of Way is reasonable, proper and useful, he shali enter 
judgement authorizing the eonstruction of the same and award- 
ing damages, but no right of way as provided by such judgement 
shall be acquired, unless the amount awarded and costs shall 
pe paid within thirty days from the rendition of the judgement. 
Such payment may be made to the party in whose favor the 
judgement is given, or to the Court. 

Section 8. we recommend read as follows: 

Section 8. Such Judgement, if in favor of the petitioner 
shall set forth the route of the proposes railway, drain, 
flume, water-pipe or ditch, and what fences, bridges and crog- 
sing places, if any, shall be maintained by the petitioner. 
After the construction of such railway, drain, flume, water- 
Pipe of ditch it shall be ineumbent upon the owner of such 
railway, drain, Sime, water-pipe or ditch, his heirs and as- 
Signs to keep such railway, drain, flume, water-pipe or ditch, 
fences, bridges and crossing places in proper repair and for 
that purpose shall have the right of entry at all reasonable 
times; and such owner of such railway, drain, flume, Waterpipe 


or ditch, his heirs or assigns shall be answerable at all 
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times to the owner of the land, his representatives or assigns 
for any damages which may occur or result by reason of any 
over-flow of water, or other damage cause by the failure to 
Keep such railway, drain, flume, water pipe or ditch, as the 
ease may be, in proper repair, or failure to keep the fences 
and bridges and crossing places in proper and reasonable re- 
pair. If the Judge before whom any such case may be heard, 
shall find that the proposed right of way is unreasonable or 
inexpedient he shall enter judgement for the respondante

this Act shall be brought, he may appeal to the Justices of 
the Supreme Court sitting in banco, and his appeal shall be 
heard upon the record, that either party may adduce before 
such Justices, further testimony.

lature, this bill provides for only three commissioners who 
shall serve without pay. The duties of the Commissioners are 
the same in the bill as provided in the law. In both, ex- 
Penses of the Commission are to be with the approval of the 
Minister of the Interior from appropriations to be made by 
the Legislature. 

Your Committee are of the opinion that an Active Labor 
Commission, if they conduct and carry our their investigations 
in accordance with the provisions of this Act will obtain vai- 


Uable information and statisties on the labor question that 
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may prove of great value to the industries of this country, 
requiring labor, and will tend to solve some of the difficult 
problems connected with this question. In addition to the 
labor requirements of the Sugar Industry, the labor requir- 
ments of the Coffee Industry which is now taking such a vig- 
orous and fresh start in this country, which like the Sugar 
Industry , demands a large number of laborers, will require 
the careful attention of this Commission. 

If the spirit of the law is carried out, the work of 
such a commission will prove of especial value at this time, 
in connection with the efforts of the Government to encourage 
the Coffee and other industries under the New Land Lew.

cluded, and every one has practically free access to and use 
of the same irrespective of membership. 

a. A valuable reference Library is at the service of all 
persons desiring to consulit it, imcliuding Teachers, every day 
and evening except Sundays. 

3. For some years it has been the rule of the Association 
that all pupils in Government Schools, when bringing proper 
Tecommendations from their teachers, are allowed the use of 
the circulating department free of charge. 

4. The Hawaiian Historical Society has accomodations in the 


building belonging to the Association, and a room for the 
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storage of their large and valuable collection of books, pan- 
phiets and manuscripts, with the necessary cases, shelving 
and furniture, all rent free. 

In the opinion of your petitioners these advantages ac- 
corded to the general public, and especially the value of the 
reading room and reference department to teachers and students 
together with the free use of the circulating department, for

Dureell, who was arrested and imprisoned during the insurreec- 
tion January last. The matter is now under investigation, A 
copy of the letter of demand is filed herewith.

Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
sir:- 

I have the honor to enclose herewith a copy of the affi- 
davit of Janes Dureell from which it appears that Dureell was 
born in the State of Louisiana in 1858, and resided in the 
United States until September 1894. He then came to this city 
and obtained temporary employment as a Cook at the Arlington 
Hotel. On November 8, 1894, he purchased the lease and good- 
will of a cigar store, soda-water and fruit stand and gradual- 
ly built up a lucrative business. On the 9th, of January last 
while quietly seated in his store he was arrested without ex- 
Planation or information of any charge against him, confined 
in jail on common prison fare until the 27th of February fol- 
lowing, a period of seven weeks, and then discharged without 
any trial, charges, EERE ton or opportunity of defense, nor 
has he since nis release been informed of the cause of his 
arrest, | 

. He declares that he has never by word or deed forfeited 
his allegiance to and his right to protection by his Govern- 
Ment; that he has neither done nor spoken anything directly 


or indirectly against the Government of Hawaii or its laws; 
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that he has never expressed sentiments antagonistic to that 
Government or in any manner counselled, encouraged, aided or 
abetted its enemies either in armed rebellion or secret plot- 
ting; and that he has never possessed any information which 
under the existing laws it was his duty to report to your Gov- 
ernment. 

These statements establish in the opinion of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, a prima facie claim for substantial 
indemnity from the Hawaiian Government to Mr. Daneel ic I am 
instructed therefore to bring this case to the attention of 
the.Hawaiian authorities, leaving no doubt in their minds of 
the confidence felt at Washington "that the Government of 
Hawaii will not refuse to tender adequate reparation to this 
injured citizen of the United States, nor hesitate to take 
Prompt measures to exonerate him from the imputation which 
this arbitrary treatment has left upon his good name."

Your Committee on Commerce, Agriculture, and Manufacture 
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to whom was referred House Bill No 10, entitled "An Act to 
provide for the importation and sale of Alcohol for medicinal . 
purposes and of methylated spirits", beg leave to report that 
we nave had the same under careful consideration. Your Com- 
mittee have had before them representatives of all parties 
interested and concerned in this Bill. 

Your Committee find that each of the three druggists of 
Honolulu use abour 500 gallons of aleohol and methylated spir- 
its a year, that of this amount they require not more than 
100 gallons of pure alcohol for medicinal purposes. All part- 
ies favor allowing the druggists to withdraw from the Custom 
House a sufficient amount of Alcohol for strictly medicinal 
purposes at a low rate of duty and in order to limit the 
amount that can be withdrawn at a low rate of duty and still 
allow the druggists ample for all medicinal purposes, we favor 
the following limitation: 

` That each druggist be allowed to withdraw from the Custom 
House an amount not to exceed 150 galions of Alcohol each year 
to be used strictly for medicinal purposes, the usual alcohol- 
ie duty to be levied on all alcohol above 150 gallons with- 
drawn by any one druggist. 

In order to carry out this provision and in order to 
Place additional safe guards in the bill and secure the pro- 


Visions of the Act as far as possible against possible abuse, 
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we recommend the following amendments. 

To amend Section 3 of the Bill by inserting a new para- 
graph at the end of the section, as follows: 

#A11 importations of Alcohol and Methylated Spirits, by 
or for a license under this Act, shail be sent direct from the 
importing vessel to the Custom House for inspection". 

To amend Section 5 so that it shall read as follows: 
Section 5e The Collector General of Customs is hereby auth 
~orized to permit the holders of licenses herein provided to 
witndraw not more than 150 gallons of alcohol in any one year 
(of the strength of 90% proof as determined by Tralle’s hy- 
drometer) from the Custom House upon the payment of $2.00 per 
gallon duty and all exceeding 90% shall pay aleoholic duty in 
proportion to its strength. 

Provided however, that the 150 gallons so to be withdrawn 
shall only be used by said licensee for all medicinal purposes 
or for sale to a duly lieensed physician, or for the manufact- 
ure of perfumery and further provided that all alcohol in 
excess of said 150 gallons that may he withdrawn by said li- 
conses shall pay a full spirit duty according to its strength 
as Provided by law for spirist of like strength.

of a license under this Act to keep a book in which he shall 
write or cause to be written down the quantity of alcohol aa 
at each sale, the date of such sale, the name of the physician 
to whom the alechol was sold, also the quantities consumed by 
the licensee and the purposes itemised in detail for which it 
was used. Such book and the quantity of alcohol in possession

The conference Committee of the Senate and House of Rep- 
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resentatives on the Land Bill, to whom were referred the Sen- 
ate Amendments to Sections 6, 7, 17, 20, 21, 22, 28, 28, 42; 
65, 66, 68, 72, 73, 80, B81, and 91 and also the title, neg 
leave to report that they have had the same under considera~ 
tion and have come to an agreement. We make the foilowing 
recommendations: 

That Section 6, read as follows: 

Section 6, There shall be a Board of three Commissioners 
composed of the Minister of the Interior and two persons ap- 
pointed and removable by the President, with the approval of 
the Cabinet, one of whom shall be designated the Agent of 
Public Lands. Such Board shall be designated the Commission- 
ers of Public Lands and shall have the control and management 
thereof under the provisions of this Act. ‘The appointed memb- 
ers of the Commission may be removed by the President with the 
approval of the Cabinet. 

That Section 7 read as follows:

l. Payment of the balance of the purchase price in equal in- 
stalments, in one, two and three years resreetively, from the 
date of the freehold agreement with interest annually at the 
rate of six per centum, provided, that the freeholder may 

pay such instalment before it is due, and thereby stop the 
corresponding interest. 

2 Cultivation of not less than twenty five per centum of 
the area of the said premises, and the planting and care of 
not less than an average of ten timber, shade or fruit trees 
Per sere, if agricultural land, at any one time before the end 
of the third year or feneing in the same if pastoral land 
within such time; provided, that if the premises are classed 


88 pastoral-agricultural land, the foregoing alternative con~ 
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gitions shall apply respeetively to the two kinds of land. 
3. Maintenance by the Freeholder of his home on such premis- 
es from the end of the first to the end of the third year. 
4, He shall not assign or sublet, conditionally or other- 
wise, his interest or any part thereof, under the freehold 
agreement without the written consent of the Agent of Public 
Lands endorsed on such agreement; and 

Further provided, that freeholders having a whole inter- 
est in a:frechold agreement may at any time when all the con- 
ditions thereof to be performed by the freeholder up to such 
time shall have been substantially performed, surrender to 
the government such interest by delivery of the freehold 
agreement to the sub-agent with the intention to surrender the 
same clearly endorsed thereon and signed by them and duly 
attested. Such surrender shall release the freeholders from 
all further duty or performance of the conditions of the in- 
strument surrendered., But no such surrender shall be permit- 
ted if my of such freeholders are under the age of 18 years 
unless such minors are represented by Statutory guardians, 
and 

Further provided, that any free-holder over the age of 
18 may assign his interest to his co-tenants. 
5. Conditions of the prevention of waste, the planting of 


trees or the protection of trees growing or to be planted on 
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such premises, or for the destruction of vegetable pests that 
may be on such premises or the prevention of the future intro- 
duction of such pests thereon, 

6. He shall allow the agents of the government at all times 
to enter and examine the premises. 
7, Payment of all taxes that may be ane on account of the 
said premises. 

That section 73 read as follows: 
Section 73. In case of default in the payment of any of the 
said instalments, for thirty days after the same are due re- 
spectively, or failure of performance of any other of the

Mr. President: 

The Committee on Public Lands and Internal Improvements 
to whom were referred Acts No, 18 and No. 19 asking for spec- 
ial appropriation for the purpose of "Keoua Halé" and grounds 
on Emma Street have endeavored to consider the matter careful- 
ly, having visited the premises, and conferred with the Board 
of Education, in order to ascertain what are the actual needs 
of the Country in the line of Education. We find the building 
at "Keoua Hale", and the grounds to be ample, containing 
4 l/s acres, and would not require to be altered, if used for 
2 High Sehool; the place is centrally located, rather too much 
80, as there will soon be opened two new streets, one on each 


Side of the premises, cutting off some of the grounds, and 
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making the premises border on three streets, in the heart of 
the city, and the building is quite an expense to keep in re- 
pair, and will grow more so with age, being made of wood and 
profusely decorated with filagre work outside and inside. 

We find the Board of Education alive to the educational 
wants of the country, and very desirous to have these vants 
fully supplied, from the highest to the lowest grade, but 
are confronted with the laek of funds. 

On looking into the state of the common schools we find 
that much is needed. 

Some of the School Buildings need repairs, some to be 
enlarged to accomodate more children and some to be rebuilt 
entirely, searing to the statistics hereto attached. 

There are more than 500 ehildren now attending school, 
more than the present capacity of School buildings; and be- 
sides this there are over four hundred children of the sehool 
age who have no chance to attend school, for lack of school 
buildings and facilities. The Board of Education ask for 
$24,100.00 +o supply the most urgent of these wants, and 
$13,650.00 has been appropriated towards the object, but the 
remainder has to wait until there are funds available. 

Heretofore the Government has had all it could do to 
keep up to the need of the common schools, so that by the ~~ 


foree of necessity nearly all that has been done in the higher 
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education in these Islands, in starting and maintaining such 
nigh schools.as now exist, has been done by private enterprise 
in the interest of the country. 

If a real necessity, could be shown, to start mother 
high Sehool and there were funds available for the purpose, 
after supplying the needs of the common schools, it would be 
in the line of economy to erect a suitable building for the 
same amount of money, and that would cost less to keep in re- 
pair than "Keoua Hale", upon some lot under the control of 
the Government, in a place more remote from the business part 
of the city; the building of which would give employment to 
mechanics and workmen in the country. 

With this showing, your Committee do not see how they 
ean approve the passage of these Acts, and recommend that they 
be laid upon the table,

Under the authority granted to me by "An Act to facilit- 
ate the construction and maintenance of Telegraph Cables in 
the Pacific", approved this day; I have this day, with the 
consent of the Cabinet, negotiated and concluded a Contract 
with Zephaniah S. Spalding for the construetion, maintenance 
and operation of a telegraphic Cable connecting the several 
Islands of the Republic, and aise of a Telegraphic Cable con- 
necting the Republic of Hawaii with the west Coast of the 
United States of America, which contract involves the payment 
of money by the Republic of Hawaii to the said Zephaniah S. 
Spalding. 

I herewith transmit a copy of the said contract for the 
consideration of the Legislature.

THIS AGREEMENT Made this twelfth day of August.A.D.1895 


BY AND BETWEEN 
SANFORD BALLARD DOLE, 

President of the Republic of Hawaii, 
for himself and his successors in office, and in behalf of 
the Hawailan Government, and by and with the consent of the 
Cabinet, Party of the First Part, hereinafter called the 
"Government ";

ARTICLE 1:~ GRANT OF EXCLUSIVE FRANCHISE: 


SECTION 1: In consideration of the covenants, agree- 
ments and undertakings hereinafter contained on the part of 
the contractor or his representatives or assigns to be kept 
or performed, the said party of the first part, in the exer- 
gins ot the power to nim granted py the provisions of an Act 


entitled, ‘An Act to facilitate the construction and mainten- 


ance of Telegraphic Cables in the Pacific," approved on the 
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twelfth day of August,A.D. 1895, and of every other power, if 


any, him hereunto enabling, doth hereby grant, eoncede and 
confirm unto the contractor, and his representatives and as- 
signs, upon the terms and conditions hereinafter contained, 
the sole and exclusive privilege and franchise for and during 
the full term of Twenty Years from the lst day of November, 
A.D. 1895, to construct or Land uron the shores of the Haw- 
alian Group, a Sub-marine Electric Telegraph Cable or cables 
to or from any point or points on the Nobth American Conti- 
nent or any island or islands contiguous thereto. 

SECTION 2i- Gable to terminate at San Franciseo and 
be maintained for Twenty Years: 

PROVIDED HOWEVER, and this agreement is upon these ex- 
press conditions, viz: That the first cable which shall or 
may be constructed or laid under this franchise, and for the 
maintenance of which a subsidy is herein agreed to be paid, 
shall have its Eastern terminus at or near San Francisco, Cal- 
ifornia, and its Western terminus at or near Honolulu, and 
shall be maintained in working order in conformity with and 
subject to the srecifications, conditions and agrcements 
hereinafter contained, for the full term of this agrcement. 

SECTION 3i- Exelusive Grant not to conflict with 
Treaty Rights of Foreign Governments: 
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AND FURTHER that this grant shall not be construed to 
prevent any Foreign Government having existing treaty rights 
with the Republic of Hawaii allowing any such Government so to 
do, to land a cable upon the Hawaiian Group for other than 
commercial purposes, from any point on the North American Con 
tinent. 

ARTICLE 2:- GRANT OF SUBSIDY. 

SECTION 1:- Amount and term of subsiay: 

AND THE GOVERNMENT DOTH HEREBY FURTHER COVENANT with 
the Contractor and his representatives and assigns that there 
shall be paid to him, his representatives or assigns, by the 
Government of the Hawaiian Islmds, upon the terms and condi- 
tions hereinafter set forth, subject to ratification hereof ly 
the Legislature of the Republic of Hawaii, an annual subsidy — 
of Forty Thousand Dollars ($40,000.00), Gold Coin of the 
United States, for and during the period of Twenty Years from 
the date of the establishment by the Contractor or his repre- 
sentatives or assigns of telegraphic commmnication between 
the City of Honolulu, in the Republic of Hawaii, and a point 
at or near San Francisco, California: and betwecn the said 
City of Honolulu and the Islands of Hawaii, Maui, Molokai and 
Kauai. 


SECTION, 2i— ime place of en idv: 
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Such subsidy shall be paid to the Contractor, his rep- 
resentatives or assigns, at the Treasury of the Government, in 
sald Honolulu, by the Minister of Finance of the Government,or 
his suecessors in office, in equal quarterly instalments of 
Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00), each, during each and all 
of the years of said above mentioned term of Twenty Years. 
SUBJECT HOWEVER to suspension or cancellation upon the 


terms and conditions hereinafter set forth.

PROVIDED HOWEVER and this agreement is upon these fur- 
ther express conditions, viz: 

(a) That the Contractor and his representatives and 
assigns shall not be entitled to such exclusive franchise,nor 
to the payment of such subsidy, nor any part thereof, unless 
the construction of such cables shall begin on or before the 
First day of May, 1897, and such telegraphic communication be 
established not later than the first day of November, A.D. 
1898. 

(>) AND FURTHER that the Government of the United 
States shall join in this undertaking by the grant of substan 
tial assistance to the Contractor, his representatives or as- 


signs. 
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AND PROVIDED FURTHER that upon the failure to obtain 
the assistance of the United States Government as herein spe- 
ecified or upon the breach by or failure of the Contractor,his 
representatives or assigns to perform or observe all or any of 
the terms, agreements or conditions herein containcd, the 
party of the first part or his successors in office may caneel 
and teruinate this agreement and all obligations on the part 
of the Government thereunder,by notifying the Contractor, his 
representatives or assigns of such cancellation and termina- 
tion by delivering a written notice thereof at the House of 
Bishop & Company, in said Honolulu, not less than sixty days 
before such cancellation and termination shall take place. 

BUT the rights and privileges of the Contractor and his 
representatives and assigns, under this Agreement, shall not 
pe terminated by his or their failure to begin the construc- 
tion of the cables herein provided for. and establish conmuni- 
cation thereon as herein provided for, upon the dates herein 
specified; or upon or by reason of any other breach of any 
condition, or any failure to keep or observe any covenaht or 
agreement herein contained on the part of the Contractor, or 
his representatives or assigns, to be Kept or performed, unies 
and until the Government shall in writing notify him or them 
that it has cancelled this agreement by reason of such breach 


or failure, by delivoring such written notice at the said 
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house of Bishop & Company not less than sixty days before the 
date upon which such termination and cancellation are to take 
effect. 

SECTION 4:- spension of Subsi ing t 
failure of Cable: 

(a) AND FURTHER that in ease of a failure or inter- 
ruption of efficient electrical connection and commnicating 
power over the said cable or cables between the points herein 
after specified, or any of them, for a period of more than 
ninety (90) consecutive days, from any cause other than Govert 
mental restraint or illegal obstruction, the Government shall 
not be bound to pay the said subsidy in full, but may deduct 
therefrom a proportionate amount for the period of such inter | 
ruption, as follows:- 

For the time of failure or interruption of such com- 
munication between San Francisco and the Hawaiian Islands, be 
yond said term of ninety (90) consecutive days, at the rate of 
Thirty Thousend ($30,000.00) Dollars per annum: 

For the time of failure or interruption of such com- 
minication between the said Islands or any of them, beyond 
said term of ninety (90) consecutive days, at the rate of 
Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars per annum: 

SECTION 5!- Cancellation of Contract in oase of fail- 


ure for One Year: 
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AND PROVIDED FURTHER: That if the said line or lines 
or either of them shall fail to furnish such communication for 
a period exceeding one year beyond such term of ninety (90) 
consecutive days, then and in such case the Government may at 
its option cancel this contract as far as it refers to the 
line or system so interrupted, and it shall thereupon be freed 
from all obligations to pay any further subsidy on account of 
the line or system so interrupted: 

That is to say, if the line upon which such communi- 
cation is so iternintes shali be a part of the Inter-Island 
cable ee it shall be relieved from the obligations to pay 
Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars per annum, of said subsidy; 

And if the interruption of such comminication for 
such period be on the line between San Franciseo and Honoluly 
it shall be relieved from the obligation to pay Thirty Thous- 
and ($30,000.00) Dollars per annum of such subsidy, and the 
grant of an exclusive franchise to lay and maintain a cable 
to or from the North American Continent to the Hawaiian Group 
and of all other rights and privileges referring or relating 
to such line or system herein contained shall thereupon and 


thereby become and be null and void. 


ARTICLE 3i- OTHER PRIVILEGES.

SECTION 1: Rights of Wey and Building Sites: 

AND THE GOVERNMENT DOTH HEREBY further grant to the Con- 
tractor, his representatives and assigns, for the said term of 
twenty years, the free use of a right of way across all Govem 
ment lands for the landing of any such cable or cables or the 
construction of any land lines connecting the same, and of 
suitable sites on any Government lands which may be approved 
py the Government, for the construction of stations and stove 
houses for the maintenance or operation of such cable or 
cables and doth covenant with the contractor, his representa- 
tives and assigns, that during the period of twenty years 
from the date of the establishment by the Contractor or his 
revcresentatives or assigns of telegraphic communication be- 
tween the said City of Honolulu and the other points herein 
specified, the Contractor, his representatives and assigns, 
shall continue to have the free use of such rights of way and 
sites. 

SECTION 2: Exemption from Duties: 

And also that during said term of twenty years there 
shall be admitted into the Republic, free of all duties, all 
material to be used exclusively in the construction, mainten- 
ance or operation of any such cable or cables: 


SECTION 3.7 Exemption from Taxes: 
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And also that for the said term of twenty years no taxes 
shall be levied upon the property of the Contractor,his rep- 
resentatives or assigns, located in the Republiec,belonging to 
or connected with such cable or cables and necessary or pro- 
perly appurtenant to the construetion,maintenance or opera- 
tion of such cable or cables: 

SECTION 4:- Exemption from Port Charges:~ 

And also that during such term of twenty years no harbor 
or port dues or charges,except pilotage, shall be levied upon 
or collected from any vessel or vessels exclusively engaged in 
laying or maintaining any such cable or cables, or which may 
pe stationed in the waters of the Republie for such purposes? 

SECTION 5:- Grant of Power of Eminent Domain: 

And also that during such term of twenty years the con- 
tractor, his representatives and assigns, shall have the power 
and privilege to condemn and appropriate, according to law, 
such property or rights of way as may be necessary for the 
construction, maintenance or operation of such cable or cables 


and the land connections thereof. 


AGREEMENTS OF THE CONTRACTOR. 


ARTICLE 4: LOCATION AND EQUIPMENT OF LINES. 
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SECTION il. Secscifications of Location of Lines: 
In consideration of the several Grants and covenants of 
the Government hereinbefore contained, the Contractor, for 
himself and his representatives Sd assigns, doth hereby cov- 
enant, to and agree with the said party of the first part and 
his successors in office, that he, the said Contractor, his 
representatives or assigns, will, on or before the First day 
of May, 1897, begin to construct the cables necessary to con- 
nect the several points herein specified, and that he, the 
said Contractor, his representatives or assigns, will, on or 
pefore the First day of November, A.D. 1898, construct, Sons 
plete, lay, equip and establish in efficient working condi- 
tion, cables as follows, vizi- 

From a point on the West coast of California, at or 
near the City of San Ranero to a point at or near the 
said City of Honolulu: 

AND ALSO from the Island of Hawaii at or near Kawaihae 
to the Island of Meni, at or nbee Nuu; 

AND ALSO from the Island of Maui at or near Napili to 
the Island of Molokai, at or near Pukoo; 

AND ALSO from the Island of Oahu, at or near Waianae, 
to the Island of Kauai, at or near Nawlliwili; 


AND ALSC from the Island of Molokai, at or near its 
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West point to the Island of Oahu, at or near Waikiki; 

AND ALSO will construct all necessary stations and 
connections so as to make such cable and cables available for 
eoumunication te and from each of such Islands. 

The landing places at the several termini mentioned 
shall be at such points on the said respective shores as shall 
be determined by the Engineer in charge of the work. 

SECTION 32: Inter-Tsland Land Lines: 

AND THE CONTRACTOR DOTH FURTHER covenant with the Gov- 
ernment that he, his representatives or assigns, will, on or 
before the sald First day of November, A.D.1898, construct ari 
equip and connect with such cable and cables all necessary 
land lines and eins on each of the said enumerated Islands 
so that efficient telegraphic communication may be maintained 
between Honolulu and a point at or near said San Francisco 
and between Honolulu and each of the said Islands, and betwem 
each of said Islands and any other of said Islands. 

SECTION 3: Maintenance of Lines‘- 

AND FURTHER that after such cables and land lines are so 
constructed, laid and placed in operation, the said cables am 
land lines and each and every one of them shall be during the 
term of twenty years thereafter, continuously and fully equir 


ped, operated and maintained so that the same shall and will 
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constitute and form reliable means of telegraphic communica- 
tion between the points enumerated. 

SECTION 4: Proviso For Delay in Certain Cases: 

PROVIDED HOWEVER, that if any delay in constructing, lay- 
ing and completing the said cable or cables shall be caused œ 
arise from any strike, lock out, or any combination preventi. 
the Contractor's works or any of the trades or occupations up- 
on which the contractor, his representatives or assigns, or 
manufacturers of cable from which he is or they are obtaining 
the cable, shall be dependent in carrying out any contract or 
work necessary to the proper fulfillment of this contract! or 
shall be caused by any restraints or obstructions occasioned 
py any governmental authority, or sees tae than by the de- 
fault of said Contractor, his representatives or TA then 
or in any such case the time for completing such cable or 
cables shall be extended for such period or period as shall be 
certified to be reasonable by a competent electrical engineer, 
who shall be approved by the Government. 

SECTION 5:- Exemption of Contractor from Liability 
Under Certain Conditions: 

AND PROVIDED FURTHER, that the Contractor, his represen- 
tatives or assigns shall not be responsible in damages to l 


the Government, for any delay or failure in manufacturing or 
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laying the said cable or cables except such as may be caused 
by the culpable neglect of the Contractor, his represente- 

tives, agents or assigns, in carry ing out the terms of this 
agreement: the true intent and meaning on this agreement being 

that the Contractor, his representatives and assigns, shall | 
take all reasonable precautions and use their best endeavors 
to construct, lay. and operate the said cable or cavles be- 
tween the said respective points within the time specified 

put that he and they shall not be E E in damages if 
he and they shall bona fide use his or their best efforts to 


accomplish such object. 


ARTICLE 5: ° OWNERSHIP OF INTER-ISLAND LINES. . 

SECTION 1: Government Option to Assure Ownership of 
Enter-Island Lines: 

And the Contractor, for himself and his representatives 
and assigns, doth hereby further covenant with the Government 
that if so requested in writing by the Government, within one 
year after the said Inter~Island cable system is completed, he, 
the Contraetor, or his representatives or assigns, shall and 
will sell, transfer and convey to the Government, all of the 
said Inter~Island cable and cables and the equipment, stations 


and appurtenances, poles and land lines and everything there- 


rel ar 
unto appertaining, charging and receiving therefor only the 
actual cash cost of the said land lines, stations and equip- 
ments, and making no charge for the construction, laying or 
furnishing of such submarine cables. 

SEOTION 2: Government Title to Inter-Island Cables to 
be free from All_Liens: 

If the Government shall so aequire such Inter-Island 
Cable systern, it shall acquire and hold it free from any obli- 
gation to pay any indebtedness or any bond or bands or inter- 
est thereon, or any part thereof, which may have been incurra 
created or executed in, upon or concerning tre same, and free 
from any and every other debt, obligation and lien of any kina 
whatever. 

But nothing within contained shall be so construed that 
such acquiring of such Inter~Island cable system shall re- 
lease the Government from the obligation of continuing to pay 
the full amount of the subsidy hereinbefore granted. 

SECTION 5: Government Acauisition of Inter-Island 
Gable to release Contractor from responsibility therefor: 

If the said Inter-Island cable system shall be so ac- 
quired by the Government, the maintenance and operation, and 


all cost, charge and expense of maintaining and operating such

Inter-Isiand cable so conveyed, shall, from the date of such 
conveyance, be conducted, borne and sustained by the Govern- 
ment; and the Contractor, his representatives and assigns 
shall from and after such date be relieved from 211 responsi- 
bility and expense for or concerning such system: and no in- 
terruption or failure of commnication occuring in such Inter 
Island cable system after the same shall have been so acquired 
by the Government shall work or be made the cause directly or 
indirectly of the suspension or forfeiture of the subsidy 
hereby granted, or any part thereof, or be made a ground for 
the forfeiture of this agreement or any privilege thereby 
granted. 


ARTICLE 6 : USE OF CABLE SHIP. 


AND THE CONTRACTOR, for himself and his representatives 
and assigns, doth further covenant with the Government: That 
if the said Inter-Island cable shail be so conveyed to the 
Government, the Contractor, his representatives and assigns, 
will at all times allow the cable repair ship owned by or corr 
trolled by him or them, to be used by the Government, in the 
repair or replacing of any of the cables in such Inter-Island 
system, charging therefor only the actual cash outlay of the 


Contractor, his representatives or assigns, in making such 
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repairs or replacement. “ 


ARTICLE Y: SPECIFICATIONS OF SIZE, WEIGHT, MATER- 
TALS AND EREICIENCY OF CABLES. 


AND THE CONTRACTOR DOTH HEREBY further covenant 
with the Government that the manufacture, size and weight of 
the material used in and the method of storing and laying the 
said cable and cables shall be in accordance with the several 
specifications hereunto annexed and made a part of this Agree- 
ment, 

AND FURTHER, that all of such cable or cables so to be 
constructed, laid, equipped, operated and maintaincd and 
all instruments and appliances shail mi will be maunfacturca 
and constructed TEREE in a good and workmanlike manner 
and of the best materials: 

AND FURTHER, that each and every of the said sections 
of cable shall during said term of twenty years be continuous- 
ly except as herein provided, capable of efficiently transmi- 
ting not less than fiftecn words per aimes between the sever- 
al points herein specified; 

AND FURTHER, that during said term of twenty years 


efficient operators shall be maintained at each of the sta- 
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tions on said lines, who shall and will transmit over said 
cable lines all messages at such stations received for trans- 
mission, at such rate of speed, for the rates of tariff here- 


in provided for. 


ARTICLE 8: SCHEDULE OF RATES. 

SECTION 1: Inter-Isiand Rates: 

AND THE CONTRACTOR, for himself and his representatives 
and assigns, doth hereby further covenant with the E 
that during the contirmuance of the terms of this Agreement, 
the maximum charge for messages transmitted over the said 
Inter-Island cable system, from the point of receiving such 
message to its point of destination, shall not exceed the 
following preseribed limit, viz: 

Not to exceed ten cents for each word so transmitted. 

PROVIDED HOWEVER that it shall not be obligatory upon 
the Contractor, his representatives or assigns, to send any 
message for less than one dollar. 

SECTION 2: Foreign Rates: 

AND FURTHER that during such period the maximm rates 
for the transmission of any message, other then Government 
Messages, to or from the Hawaiian Islands over such cable 


between Honolulu ang San Franscisco shall be such as shall be

agreed upon in any contract which shall be made between the 
Contractor, his representatives or assigns, and the United 
States Government, not execeding one dollar per word; and any 
contract with such government shall prescribe a maximum seale 
of rates. 

AND FURTHER that if telegraphic communication shall be 
hereafter established between the Hawaiian Islands and Aus- 
tralasia or Japan, the rate to be charged for any message 
transmitted from Honolulu to San Franeisco or from San Fran- 
cisco to Honolulu shall not exceed a pro rata proportion, 
pased on distance, of the regular rate for transmitting a 
similar message to or from San Francisco and Australasia or 
Japan. 

AND FURTHER thet messages from Honolulu to points pe~ 
yond San Francisco shall not be charged higher rates beyond 
San Francisco than the rates which the contractor may be char- 
ged for the trdnsmission of the same. 

SECTION 3: Press Rates: 

AND FURTHER that the rates for ordinary messages or 
itoms of news to any newspaper or news bureau of the Republic 
of Hawaii (commonly known as press messages) shall not exceed 
one half the rate which shall be charged for other messages, 


excepting messages to or from the Hawailan Government or any 
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officer thereof in his official capacity, or to or from any 


foreign government: 

PROVIDED HOWEVER, that it shall not be obligatory upon 
the Contractor, his representatives or assigns, to send any 
press message for less than one dollar. 

SECTION 4: Hawaiian Govermment Rates: 

AND FURTHER that during the said term of twenty years 
all messages concerning the official business of the Hawaiian 
Government to or from the Hawaiian Government or any of its 
officials, transmitted over said Inter-Island system of cable 
or over the said cable from Honolulu to San Francisco, shall 
be transmitted free up to the amount of the annual subsidy 
paid by the Government to the Contractor, his representatives 
or assigns, reckoning the charge and scale of rates for such 
Government messages at the rate herein preseribed or provided 


for ordinary messages. 


ARTICLE 9: SECURITY FOR EXECUTION OF CONTRACT. 


SECTION 1: Deposite of Bonds with Minister of Finance: 


And the Contractor, for himself and his representatives 
and assigns, doth hereby further covenant with the Government 


that he will, upon the execution of this agreement, deposit 
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with the Minister of Finance of the Republic of Hawaii, Hawai- 
ian Government Bonds to the amount of Twenty-Five Thousand 
Dollars ($25,000.00) as security that he and his representa- 
tives and assigns will construct, lay, and equip the said 
cables and land lines in accordance with the terms and condi- 
tions of this agreement. 

Upon the completion of the construction, equipment and 
laying of said systems of cable and land lines in the man- 
ner herein provided for, the obligation and obligations se- 
cured by such bonds shall be deemed to have been fulfilled. 
and performed and such bonds shall thereupon be returned to 
the Contractor, his representatives or assigns. 

BUT IF, after the beginning of the construction of said 
eables, in manner herein specified, there shall be any failure 
to comclete the construction, laying end equipment of such 
systems and such land lines within the time herein specified, 
then and in sueh case such bonds shall be forfeited to the 
Hawaiian Government as liquidated damages and there shall be 
no further or other claim by way of damages, by the Governmont 
against the Contractor, his representatives or assigns. 

SECTION 2: Contractor may cancel this Contract within 
a specified time: 


PROVIDED HOWEVER that the Contractor, his representatives 
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or assigns may at any time prior to the First dey of May 1897, 
notify the Government of his or their desire to eancel this 
contract, whereupon this contraet shall become null and 
void ana such bonds so deposited as security shall thereupon 
be forthwith returned to the Contractor, his representatives 
or assigns. 

ARTICLE 10: DEFINITION OF "BEGINNING OF CONSTRUCTION". 

It is hereby mutually apreed that the beginning of the 
construction of the zables specified in Section 1, of Article 
4 of this Agreement, shall be construed to mean, and shall 
mean the completion and execution of a contract between the 
Contractor and a responsible cable construction company or 
companies, for the construction and laying of such cable and 
cables within the period limited by the terms of this contrac, 
and the actual beginning of the work of construction under 
such contract with such construction company or companies, 
and a written notice to the Government by the Contractor, his 
revresentatives or assigns, accompanied by proofs of the 
execution of such contract. 

ARTICLE 11 : CONTRACT BINDING ON AND IN FAVOR OF 

REPRESENTATIVES, ASSIGNS, ETC. 
It is hereby mutually agreed by and between the 


parties hereto, on behalf of themselves and their respective 
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successors, representatives and assigns, that all terms and
